Orphan Became 
Famous Explorer 


\ 

On May 10, 50 years ago, the 
whole world mourned the death 
of a very brave explorer. People 
called him Sir Henry Morton 
Stanley, the man who risked his 
life to find explorer David Liv- 
ingstone. But his real name was 
John Rowlands. 

Rowlands was a Welshman, 
born at Denbigh in 1841. When 
he was two his father died and 
his mother decamped with an- 
other lover. Strait-laced relat- 
ives would have none of this 
“child of shame,” and it was left 
to two uncles on the maternal 
side to provide for him. This 
they did until he was six, when 
they suddenly refused to pay 
out any more cash, and the .or- 
phan was left to his fate. 

He was thrown upon the 
mercy of John Francis; master 
of St. Asaph workhouse, & not- 
orious character of fiendish 
cruelty. 


There were many young child- 


ren in this vile place, and Stan- 
ley had left a graphic account 
of the doom of one eleven-year- 
old boy, named Willie Roberts. 
This child died in mysterious cir- 
cumstances one day, and his 
body was taken to the work- 
house mortuary. Some of the 
boys, Rowlands among them, 
consumed by -curiosity, decided 
to view the corpse. No, one saw 
them enter the room of death, 
and with trembling hands they 
uncovered the body of their 
playmate. 

What they saw sent them rush- 
ing, white-faced, out into the 
fresh air again. The livid weals, 
with which his body was scored, 
had opened their horrified eyes 
to the cause of Willie’s death. 
The life had been flogged out 


of the lad by the master’s mer-- 


ciless rod. . 
» It was this same rod that gave 
young Rowlands his freedom 


when he was fifteen. It happen- 
ed on a day when Francis, in a 
towering rage, threatened him 
with yet another thrashing. 
Strength seemed to fil) John 
Rowlands at that moment. He 
flung himself upon the sadistic 
monster, and, after & fierce 
struggle, succeeded in wresting 
the dreaded weapon from his 
grip. 

Now it was the turn of Fran- 
cis to. taste its white-hot sting. 
With all the pent-up fury, of nine 
years of ill-treatment Rowlands 
thrashed the master until he had

friendless and penniless out in- 
to a hostile world 


There followed two years of 


odd jobs and near starvation, at’ 


the end of which Rowlands de- 
cided to try bis juck in the New 
World and set sail in an Ameri- 
can packet bound for New Or 
leans. The hardships he suffered 
on. this yoyage were every bit as 
bad as the treatment he had re- 
ceived in the workhouse, and he 
was thankful to sign off imme- 
diately the ship docked

By 
the time his release-order was 
through, however, he was tat 
too weak for further soldiering 
and was given his discharge. 
Once again cast upon the world 
with no means of support he 
would certainly have perished 
had not a kindly farmer nursed 
him back to health. 

When Stanley was strong ¢n- 
ough he took to the sea again. 
On one occasion the -ship in 
which he served was wrecked 
off Barcelona and every man- 


ley, was drowned, A spell in the

saw action more than’ once. Dur- 
ing ore engagement with the 
enemy he earned the praise of 
his captain for swimming under 
fire to tie up a captured steamer. 


Although the list of Stanley's 
exploits would have filed a 
book by now, he had only reach- 
ed his twenty-sixth year. It ¢c- 
curred to him that there might. 
be money in his adventures. So 
he wrote some down and sent 
them té6 a newspaper. In reply 
the editor demanded more. 

This proved the turning. point 
of Stanley’s life. One by one the 
colourful episodes of his career 
were printed. For the first time 
in his life he had money in his 
pockets. Soon he was the fore- 
most journalist of his day and 
became special correspondent to 
several papers. 

It was the ‘New York Herald’ 
that sent him out to find Dr. 
Livingstone, who had disappear- 
ed in the heart of Africa. Those 
were days when few white men 
had penetrated the “dark con- 
tinent’” farther than the coast. 
Yet Stanley, with no experience 
of exploration, plunged reck- 
lessly into what turned out to 
be one of the greatest triumphs 
of his life. 

He set out at the head of 
nearly two hupndred men and, 
after eight months’ trek through 
unexplored country, he manag- 
ed to reach his objective. 

Discomfort, disease and death 
surrounded him on every side. 
His followers perished miserab- 
ly, struck down by the deadly 
malaria or the victims of small- 
pox. One man in particular, who 
was too sick to proceed farther, 
was torn apart by lurking nat- 
ives and bits of his body strewn 
about the jungle. 

To meet a friendly tribesman 
was rare. Most of the blacks who 
inhabited the land through 
which they passed had sworn 
death to thé white man. As Stan- 
iey hacked his way through the 
steaming jungle he was con- 
scious of eyes. following his 
every moyement, Poisoned ar- 
rows were shot at him, and some 
of his men were speared to 
death by the merciless savage. 

Resides having to force a way 
through dense undergrowth, 
Stanley encountered huge 
swamps, sO vast that @ caravan 
with 36 people had actually been 
swallowed up by one of them, 
leaving no trace. Yet savages, 
swamps and fever, what were 
these compared with, the torture 
he suffered from the attacks of 
poisonous: insects. Worst of the 
lot were centipedes as big as 
worms; wasps with stings like 
scorpions; and beetles the size 
of mice. 

When Stanley caught up with 
Livingstone he whs shocked to 
find that the men about whom 
the world hed been worrying 
only wanted to be left In peace 
te continue his exploretions. Al

Sixteen years after his historic 
entry. into that country, H, M. 
Stanley set out on his last ex- 
peditior, into Africa. Strangely 
enough, this also had the rescue 
of a white man as its target. 
After encountering many perils 
Stanley arrived, hah-dead from 
tropical fever, to find that, once 
again, the object. of his labours 
had no wish to be rescued. This 
man was a German Jew, known 
as Emin Pasha. 

For his services to mankind 
Stanley had been honoured by 


' Knighthood, but on the whole 


British people treated him very 
shabbily., His exploits were ques-« 
tioned; he was accused of. ill- 


called a liar and a cheat. 

One of his last wishes was to 
be buried by the side of Living- 
stone in Westminster Abbey. 
But the Dean and Chapter would 
not give their comsent to such 
a plan.

Seems Blue 
In Color 


The sky appears blue te ais be- 
cause the’ light from the sun is 
broken up and scattered by the 
tiny particles of air, dust and 
water. vapor in the atmosphere. 
Sunlight, like all white light, is 
made up of all the colors of the 
spectrum, the same colors we see 
in the. rainbow. If you were to 
take rays of light of all these dif- 
ferent colors, and mix them, you 
would have white light 


There is much that we have 
still to learn about light. We are 
fairly certain that it has a wave 
like nature — in other words, 
waves of light spread out, some- 
thing like the ripples you. see 
spreading through a pool when 
thrown a stone into 
the water. Light of different 
colors moves in waves of differ- 
ent lengths. The waves of blue 
light are much shorter than 
those of red or orange light 


When the light of the sun pas 
es through the earth’s atmos 
phere and strikes against the 
tiny particles in the air, the blue 


part of the light is of just, the. 


wave-length to be scattered by 
these particles, The red and or- 
ange light, having longer wave- 
lengths, passes right through the 
atmosphere. The scattering of 
the blue light makes the sky look 
blue, Also, because it is scatter- 
ed in the sky, it does not come 
through to our eyes as part of

Finally, on May 8th, a great 
cloud, intensely hot and thickly 
charged with ashes and stones, 
was ejected from Pelee. The 
crater was choked by the thick 
lava of the eruption, and the 
blast, instead of expending itself 
upwards, found a more destruc- 
tive course, curled over, and 
rolled down the mountain to the 
sea. 

St. Pierre lay in its course. 
The volcanic avalanche swept 
over the flourishing city, and in 
a few horrifying seconds killed 
its 30,000 inhabitants 

It was thought Pelee had done 
its worst, but in the following 
August the voleano excelled all 
its earlier efforts in a climax of 
terrible violence which left the 
island a grey, desolate waste, For 
the second time St. Pierre was 
utterly annihilated, a city of the 
dead, shrouded in a pall of ashes. 

The greatest volcanic eruption 
of modern times was not a cone 
shaped mountain which we 
usually “associate with eruptions 
like that of Mont Pelee, but from 
a long open” rent in the earth. 
It occurred at Laki, in the south 
of Iceland, during the summer of 
1783. It began with the opening 
of a vast fissure, over twenty 
miles long. From this appalling 
chasm burst forth torrents of 
gleaming lava, accompanied by 
clouds of suffocating vapours 
and. crashes of thunder. The 
floods of molten lava sent long 


boiled away and the lava swept. 


on till it filled up to the brim 
the glens and ravines and over- 


square miles of land had been 
replaced by eight square miles 
of sea, which in places reached 
a depth of 1,000 feet.

its eyes must lie agaiget the fly's 
head, and in that direction, at 
least, the fly can not see.

Rainbows 
Occur 

A rainbow always appears in 
the sky opposite the sun. The 
person looking at the rainbow 
has his back to the sun. The rain- 
bow is due to the bending and 
reflection of the sun’s rays when 
they are shining on raindrops in 
the sky. The white light of the 
sun is composed of all the colors 
mixed together; but when this 
white light passes through a 
drop of rain, the rays composing 
it are bent to different deyrees, 
and so forced apart. When they 
reach the back of the raindrop; 
these separated rays—violet, in- 
digo, blue, green, yellow, orange, 
red——are reflected back to the 
eye.. Upon leaving the drop, the 
various colored rays are again 
bent in such a way as to increase 
the separation between them, 
You sometimes see thé same 
colors when sun shines on the 
spray from your garden hose and 
for the same reason.

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Lilac time isn't it beauti- 
ful? I wish it would last all 
summer. There is only one thing 


. I have against lilac, the growth 


is so hard to control — »sr per- 
haps we haven't found the right 
way to control it. Suckers seem 
to grow and grow again as fast 
as we dig them out. Lilacs are 
lovely wherever they grow but 
I think ‘or variety and fine 
bloom. the campus at the On- 
tario Agricultural College at 
Guelph is hard to beat. T have 
often wondered about the lilacs 
at the O.A.C. so I made a few 
inquiries and this is what I was 
told. 3 

Many of the lilacs are of the 
so-called Franch hybrids. Quite 
a number of them were raised 
by a well-known French nur- 
seryman and hybridizer, M. Vic- 
tor Lemoine so they naturally 
came-to be associated with his 
country. Still other varieties 
grown in Guelph were perfected 
in’ England and Belgium and 
some in the United States. 

If you have ever visited 
Guelph in lilac time you will 
remember there are single lilacs, 
double lilacs and lilacs of every 
shade and hue, all the way from 
white and pale mauve to deep 
purple and red, Then when the 
early varieties have shed their 
fargrance the late -blooming, or 
Preston lilacs take over and pro- 
long the season, These late- 
bloomers are particularly inter~ 
esting, to people from Halton 
County because they were raised 
by Miss Isabelle Preston of 
Georgetown, during the years 
when she was working at the 
Horticultural Division at the 
Ottawa: Experimental Farm. All 
the Preston varieties were raised 
before 1925. If: you are. interest- 
ed in named varieties and want 
to have them pointed out to 
you as for the Alice, Ursula, Isa~- 
bella, Celia and Jessica Preston 
lilacs. 

All the lilacs at the O.AC are 
of the bush or shrub species 
with the exception of one - the 
Japanese tree- lilac. As its name 
implies it grows in the form of 
a tree. It is the last of the lilacs 
to come into bloom and has 
large clusters of creamy-white 
flowers. The bark of the tree 
closely resembles that of the 
cherny. It is quite an interest- 
ing specimen. 

Well, there is certainly plenty 
of room for lilacs to gfow at the 
O.A.C. as the campus alone — 
including the buildings — takes 
inan area of 125 acres. [f you 
want to go further afield and 
take in- all the fatm properties 
connected, with the O.A.C., then 
you have to cover an area of 
over eleven hundred acres 

However, even though we 
can’t have all the lovely iilacs 
that grow at the College we 
shouldn’t let that worry us too 
much because even the common-~- 
est lilac growing in. a fence 
corner sheds its fragrance for 
all the world to enjoy. It also 


has the advantage of being «@ 
prolific bloomer. We can pick it 
unstintingly, fill the house with 
it, give quantities away and still 
hardly miss what we have nick- 
ed. “ 

At the same time the tilace 
are in bloom we also have the 
sweet-seented lilies-of-the-valley 
that lend themselves so beau- 
tifully for use in smal! vases on 
the breakfast table

Bee Stings

Why Some Animals 
Grow So Fast 


A fiy is \born full-grown. It 
never gets any bigger. A puppy 
reaches full growth in about a 
year. A few breeds of dogs take 
a little longer to grow up, but 
all of them are adult dogs before 
the age of three.’ A human being 
at three years is still little more 
than a baby. Why do animals 
grow up so soon? There are sev- 
eral things to note about this. 

One fact is that there is gen- 
erally a certain proportion be- 
tween a creature’s length .of life 
and the time it takes to grow to 
full size. As we should expect, 
the growing-up process is quick- 
ex in the case of an animal, such 
an a dog, that is very old at fif- 
teen years, than in the case of 
a man who may live to be eighty 
*er more years old. The propor- 
tion in growth between dogs and 
humans is said to be one to 
seven, That is; a dog at four- 
teen years is as “old” physically 
asa man at ninety-eight. 

Another fact is that in the 
highest types of animals the 
young creatures are much more 

t upon their mothers, 
and for a longer time, than the 
lower animals. This is true if we 
compare the lives of a hen, which 
ie old at fourteen years, with 
that of an elephant which may 
live for a bundred years. The 
chicken leaves its mother’s side 
and is able to take care of itself 
after a few weeks. The young 
elephant is a baby living on mili 
for two years and remains under 
its mother's care for at least two 
more years. Not until it is around 
twenty years old is an elephant 
full-grown. 

This may suggest that there is 
some relation between the grow~- 
ing body.and the growing brain. 
The creature with more brain 
develops more slowly. A hen’s 
brain is of low order. A hen lives 
largely by instinct. It seerns to 
have some memory of the per- 
son who feeds it but most hens 
can be taught very little. 

The elephant is one of 
most teachable of animals, Its 
brain is not large, in comparison 
with its body, but its memory is 
good and the animal learns new 
skills quickly and often seems to 
reason. The elephant’s brain, in 
other words, is more complicated 
than that of the hen, The hen 
grows up quickly because it does 
not do so much growing up as 
the elephant. 

Size does not count, of course, 
in this scale, but complexity does. 
So it seems that the animals 
with more complicated - bodies 
and brains develop more slowly, 
are dependent longer upon their 
mothers, are at their prime for 
a longer time and go more slowly 
down the hill toward old age than

Melodrama In 
ee 


Everyone knows that a Holly- 
wood “western” is not to be 
taken as a strict representation 
of life in either the old or new 
West. But not everyone seeing 


‘a Hollywood melodrama laid in

How Glue Acts 


When glue is warmed, it 
changes its form gradually from 
the solid to the liquid state It 
does not change with the specs 
of ice melting into water. Sub- 
stances that melt gradually are 
called viscous substances, an- 
other way of saying that their 
molecules tend to stay’ together. 
Molasses is another viscous sub- 
stance. You know the expres- 
sion “He is as slow ‘as’ molasses 
in January.” This refers to the 
fact that in cold weather mo- 
lasses runs out of a jug very 
slowly. Its molecules tend to 
stay together. 


The force that holds molecules 
of a substance together is called 
cohesion. Glue has another 
foree, that of adhesion, by which 
ite molecules will stick to, or 
molecules of other

We smear both pieces with 
half-melted glue and press them 
together. The glue is forced into 
the hollow air spaces of the 
wood, against the walls of the 
cell cavities, When the glue 
cools and hardens, it is firmly 
anchored in each piece of wood.

How Electricity 
Got Its Name 


Electricity Milas always been a 
part of nature. Imagine a violent 
thunderstorm, with the crash of 
thunder and the crackling flash 
of lightning. In his shelter, the 
cave-man must have cowered in 
terror. Then, perhaps a quarter 
of a million years later, some an- 
cient discovered that amber, 
rubbed with a piece of fur, would 
attract bits of feathers or wisps 
of straw. This property (we 
know it today as statis electric- 
ity) was described as long ago as 
800 B.C., by Thales of Miletus, 
one of the seven wise men of an- 
cient Greece. 

The Greek word for amber is 
ele , and since it was the 
first substance to show this prop- 


erty of attraction, William Gil- . 


bert (1540-1603), physician to 
Queen Elizabeth, called the prop- 
erty “electrica.” In 1650, Walter 
Charlton changed the name to 
“electricity,” the name we use 
now, 
IS Electrical Resistance Affected 
When a Conductor is Heated’ 
Yes. For copper and most 
othe? materials there is an in- 
crease of resistance to electricity 
when the temperature rises; but 
the resistance of these thin car- 
bon filaments you may occasion- 
ally see in very old lamps goes 
down when the wire gets hotter. 
Resistance generally decreases 
as a conductor is chilled; and at 


extremely low temperatures 
many metals show what is called 
auperconductivity. That means 


their. power of conducting elec- 
tricity is enormously increased.

In nearsightedness, the eyeball 
is too long from front to back, 
and the person cah see near ob- 
jects clearly, but not distant 
‘ones. When we see an object, it 
means that light-rays coming 
from it are passing through the 
lens of the eye, at the front of 
the eyeball. The lens act as a 
refractor, that is, light-rays pass- 
ing through it are bent. In the 
normal eye, light-rays come to- 
gether, or are focused, on the 
retina, at the back of the eyeball, 
from which the sensation of 
sight travels to the brain by way 
of the optic nerve. However, 
when the eyeball is too long from 
front to back, the light-rays from 
a distant object come to a focus 
before reaching the retina. The 
result is a blurred image. To 
correct nearsightedness, the ocu- 
list will give you a concave lens 
for your spectacles.

‘married no fewer than 30,000

. to his job. But he’s still a bache- 


lor at 65, though he looks young- 
er. 5 

Has the man who has remain- 
ed a bachelor so long—and is 
retiring this year — anything 
against marriage? Not at all. Is 
he likely to marry when he is 
finally free from the cares of 
office? Ah! that’s quite a ques- 
tion! 

Says genial Mr. Brewer, very 
wisely: “I’m not committing my- 
self about the future.” 

Why a man is a bachelor is 
his own business, of course. In 
Britain the number of bachelors 
has increased since the war. 
There are hundreds of thousands 
of them—and few give any sign 
of being woman-haters. 

But when a bachelor does be- 
come a woman-hater he’s apt to 
express his anti-marriage views 
pretty strongly: 

An American millionaire who 
spends thousands of dollars a 
year on old books and manus- 
cripts was disappointed in love 
when he was a youth! The pretty 
girl he was wooing walked off 
with somebody else, leaving him 
so bitter that he now travels all 
over the world looking for evi- 
dence which justifies his hatred 
of the opposite sex. 

Many otherwise eligible men 
stay bachelors because they have 
“to support parents or younger 
sisters and brothers.

Leeds young men had this ex- 
perience.

Living in a small luxury hotel 
at Saint Etienne Deschamps, 
France, was a lovely but unseru- 
pulous brunette who for some 
time had had her eye on a rich, 
middle-aged bachelor who lived 
alone in a costly apartment ,net 
far from the hotel, 

She met him “accidentally” by 
moonlight, but he ignored her. 
She eontrived to sit at his table 


in a busy cafe, but he merely 
glanced up at her pretty face 
and then beeame more deeply 


immersed in his newspaper.

The police, made no charge 
against the man when the cir- 
cumstances became known. They 
revealed that she had preyed on 
several other lonely bachelors, 
driving one to suicide. 


Bachelors have often banded 
together to frustrate determined 
attempts by attractive women to 
lure them into marriage. 

At an inaugural dinner of a 
Bachelors’ League in Italy be- 
fore the war, 200 young men 
pledged never to marry and 
never to flirt. 


“You flirt with a pretty girl 
at your peril,” their handsome 
curly-haired president warned 
them. Even waitresses had been 
banned from sérving at table 
during the dinner. 

French members of another 
anti-marriage league also took 
vows of life-long bachelordom. 
The bachelor who was false to 
his vows had to pay a fine of 
2,000 francs to the league's funds 
and perform some act of pen- 
ance. 

One bachelor found kissing a. 
blonde typist in a country lane 
was condemned to swim twice 
across the Seine at midnight in 
his pajamas. He developed rheu- 
matic fever which nearly rob- 
bed him of his bride-to-be — 
another girl he had been see- 
retly courting! She was a nurse 
and her nursing skill saved his 
life. 

Years ago, All Souls’ College. 
Oxford, made a defaulting mem- 
ber present the college ‘with a 
memorial of his lapse from bach- 
elordom—a silver cup engraved 
with the words: “Descendit ‘in 
matrimonium” (“He backslid in- 
to matrimony.’’) 

On the whole, it seems that 
in the end most women who are 
determined get their man, how-~ 
ever keen he is to remain a bach- 
elor.

Blood Circulation 
vad 
Ancient. peoples realized the 
great importance of the heart, 
although they did not under- 
stand its real function. We have 
known for only three centuries 
that the heart is actually a great 
pump, forcing the blood to cir- 
culate through the body. This 
was proved by William Harvey, 
an English physician who lived 
from 1578 to 1657. He was a tire- 
less student. One of his projects 
was examining the animals that 
had been wounded hunting. 
In various experiments, he 
measured the amount of blood 
that passed by a spot in the 
heart. He found to his astonish-

‘ ment that far more blood passed 


by in an hour than the whole 
body contained. Harvey con- 
cluded, therefore, that the blood 
must, circulate, that is, it must 
travel round and round in a 
closed circuit. As Harvey had 
no microscope, he could not 
prove the passage of the blood 
from the arteries to the veins by 
way of the capillaries. Only ten 
years after Harvey's death, 
Marcello Malpighi, an Italian 
anatomist, who had the benefit 
of a microscope, showed this 
capillary action in the lung of a 
frog. } 

The heart of-a grown man at 
rest pumps out into the arteries 
about four to six quarts of blood 
each minute with, of course, the 
same amount.of blood returning 
to the heart each minute through 
the veins.

A wild-flower garden should 
be a conservation effort. Those 
who make one by ignorantly 
rifling the woodlands of plants 
are not saving our precious 
native flora and preserving our 
woodlands. But there are some 
wild flowers plentiful enough to 
justify our taking a few plants 
for a wild-flower, garden; and 
there are cases where acquiring 
rare plants or propagating them 
from cuttings or seeds is a gen- 
uine aid to conservation. 

Edwin” Francis Steffek, for- 
merly of the Massachusetts Hor- 
ticultural Society, and now asso- 
ciate editor of Popular Garden- 
ing, feels keenly on this subject. 
As an active contribution to the 
conservation of American wild 
flowers as well as to the enjoy- 
ment and worthwhile efforts of 
home gardeners, he has written 
a book, “Wild Flowers and How 
to Grow Them.” 

Here is real help for the home 
gardener who has longed for a 
wild-flower garden but who 
yalued our fast - disappearing 
wild flowers too much to run 
risks of destroying them. 

On Imaginary Walk 

There is much more to a wild 
flower garden than choosing 4 
woody spot and bringing home 
plants every time one takes a 
walk or ride where native flow 
ers still grow.

As good garden- 
ers we can make this contribu- 
tion to preserving our beautiful 
countfy—no matter where in the 
world we live.

Next, soil. Besides the make- 
up, texture, acidity, and amount 
of moisture, we must note the 
type of natural mulch Most 
garden soils suffer for lack of 
humus, and must be conditioned 
by spading in leafmold, peat- 
moss, sawdust or other mate- 
rials, with attention to acidity or 
otherwise, as needed. 
“The time for moving plants 
is another thing for us “indi- 
vidual conservationists” to learn. 
In general, spging-blooming 
flowers’ move. best in the 
autumn, and vice . versa, but 
there ar® important exceptions. 
And there are other things to 
know: for example, orchids like 
the pink ladyslipper should be 
set so the tip of the bud is not 
over an inch or so beneath the 
surface; and some wild flowers 
should be sét in colonies, others 
apart. There are kinds, too, that 
can be moved almost any time 
if enough earth is taken up with 
them. 

Three Tables Included 


The first part of Mr. Steffek’s 
book deals with these general 


matters, and is followed by 
three useful tables: I. Wild 
Flowers: Where to Find Them; 


Il. Wild Flowers Which May Be 
Picked (freely or in modera- 
tion); ITT, Soil Acidity. 

The second part—which also, 
by the way, includes 50 delight- 
ful colorplates of flowers and 
plants—describes each group of 
wild flowers (as for example, 
the. Bluebells) and tells where 
they grow, what they need, how 
they propagate, and how to have 
them in the home wild-flower 
garden. This section does not do 
our work for us, but is an au- 
thoritative and most helpful 
guide in our own conservation 
efforts. 

“We cannot halt the advance 
of our so-called civilization, but 
we can at least do something to 
stop the wholesale disappear- 
ance of the beautiful and often 
already rare native plants.” Mr. 
Steffek urges. This book, which 
in addition to its. practical in- 
formation has an atmosphere of 
reverence and gratitude that is

One Opinion About 


Fluoridation 


Are the findings of the labora- 
tory subject to popular vote? 

The answer is yes when those 
findings are used to invoke the 
powers of government. 

The American Dental Society 
seems to have forgotten this 
point, however, In its journal the 
society protests what it calls the 
reinjection of the issue of fluori- 
dation of public water supplies 
“into the political arena.” The 
journal explains that it is “a non- 


- political issue which has been de- 


cided by more than 40 years of 
scientific research.” 

But is it? 

We agree that scientific eval, 
uations must be free of political 
meddling. But- fluoridation is 
‘more than a laboratory matter. 

Ih the first place, there is no 
need to treat the water, since 
those who desire orides can 
have them administered indi- 
vidually by dentists or can con- 
sume them in fluoridized table 
salt or fluoridized milk. Yet 
fluoridation as now practiced in- 
volves the use of police power 
to force individual citizens to 
submit to a medical treatment 
which they may not want, and 
even though no public danger 
would attend their abstinence. 

This is a political issue of fun- 

damental importance. 
. The various measures to out- 
law fluoridation now being stud- 
ied in several state legislatures 
and in Congress may have ob- 
jectionable features, such as the 
implication of inter- 
ference in local affairs. However, 
we have not yet reached a stage 
where technical effectiveness 
transcends individual rights. 
When these are involved, what 
comes out of the laboratory is 
still subject to a vote.—From the 
Christian Science Monitor.

The 
quality of the feed so preserved 
has varied considerably, but 
generally it has been excellent. 
The actual loss of material has 
been small, and the improved 
health of the cattle herd at the

has been marked, says Superin

Mt has often been stated that 
proper moisture content of the 
material to be ensiled is most im- 
portant for a high quality feed. 
Three years experience has cer- 
tainly emphasized the need for 
care in this respect. Some rather 
slimy and unpalatable silage has 
been produced from material too 
moist, and some charred silage 


has resulted from material that - 


was too dry. Though there was 
undoubtedly some loss of nutri- 
ents in the charring, practically 
no material was discarded as a 
result. Slimy silage was not 
readily eaten and proved exces- 
sively laxative, but again_it was 
necessary to throw out a very 
small proportion 
* * * 

During the first two seasons, 
actual shinkage in the weight of 
grass material stored as compar- 
ed to silage fed, was 25 per cent. 
Results for the 1953 silage are 
not. yet available. Most of this 
shrinkage represents moisture 
loss. Unfortunately, the weight 
of discarded material as a result 
of spoilage is not available. How- 
ever, when it is considered that 
no nutrients are lost from the 
crop as a result of weathering, 
all being preserved in excellent 
condition, the loss through spoil- 
age perienced has been very 
reasonable, In spite of this, it is 
felt that with the experience that 
has been obtained, grass-legume 
mixtures can be ensiled to re- 
duce losses below those of the 
previous years.

in stressing the advantages of 
storing the hay crop in a silo, 
the improved feeding quality 
cannot be over-emphasized. The 
shorthorn herd at this Station 
has been wintered in much better 
condition since a part of the ra- 
tion has been grass-legume sil- 
age. The animals are more 


‘active, their coats are not dry, 


dull and brittle, but glossy and 
amooth, indicating good health. 
The cows have less difficulty in 
calving and produce strong, 
healthy calves. Also the cows 
milk better, especially those calv- 
ing early in March, which means 
smaller losses and more rapid 
growth. 
There are many problems to 
be worked out in preparing to 
store the hay crop in a silo on 
each individual farm. Without 
exception, those problems can be 
solved with careful planning and 
eareful attention to defails such 
as moisture eontent, packing and 
covering. Suitable equipment is 
now available for whatever 
quantity is to be stored. Cer- 
tainly the experience at the 
Smithers Station during the past 
three years has proved the value 
of silage as a method of “making 
good hay in bad weather,” and 
as a high quality feed to raise 
healthy animals.

in a livestock transaction. The 
amount of shrinkage varies con- 
siderably and depends on several 
factors, says H. J, Hargrave, 
Lethbridge Experimental Station, 
Alta. The following are among 
the important ones: 
* * * 

1, Length of trip Uspally, the 
longer the trip the pe sand the 
shrink; however, the loss of 
weight does not bear a direct 
ratio to the distance travelled 
since the greatest loss occurs in 
the first few miles. 

+ ” * 

2. The degree of comfort. Ex- 
tremes in weather, either hot/or 
cold, increase the shrinkage. 
Badly crowded cars or trucks 
and rough runs with many stops 
add to the weight loss in market- 
ing livestock, 

*- ” * 

3. The condition of the animals 
at the time of loading has a bear- 
ing on shrink. Tired, hungry, or 
thirsty animals are likely to show 
high shrinkage when being 
marketed. 

4. The kinds of feed. used. 
Grass cattle will usually shrink 
more than grain-fed cattle. Ani- 
mals that have had large quanti- 


ties of hay or silage will usually 


lose more weight than those that 
have been on a full feed of grain. 
Laxative feeds such as beet tops 
and cover crop result in more 
shrinkage than non-laxative 
feeds. 

5. The class of animals. Thin 
two-year-old feeder steers will 
shrink more than the same. aged 
cattle that are fat. Long three- 
year-old ' steers off grass will 
Te less than long yearling 
steers off, grass. Thete will be 
little difference in the shrinkage 
of heifers and steers of the same 
age, Fat lambs can be expected 
to shrink less than feeder lambs, 
while ewes will shrink more 
than feeder lambs. Hogs usually 
shri less than other farm ani- 
mals. 


No Such Thing As 
“Empty” Space 


Is the space that surrounds us 
a vacuum? Or rather if we 
could remove from space the 
stars, planets, nebulae and com- 
ets, would we have left 4 
vacuum? 

No, spate is far from being 
empty. Not many years ago as- 
tronomers at the Carnegie In- 
stitution of Washington found 
that an average cubic yard of 
“empty” space between the stars 
contains: 

20,000,000 free electrons 
20,000,000 hydrogen atoms 

5 sodium atoms 

1 potassium, atom 

400,000 photons, or light-darts 

This we must add 1 calcium 
atom for every ten cubic yards 
of interstellar space, and 1 titan- 
jum atom in several hundred 
thousands of cubic yards. In ad- 
dition, a particle, perhaps as big 
as an average smoke particle 
might be filtered out of every 
quintillion cubic yards of the 
space between the stars. 

Sir Arthur Eddington sum- 
med it up like this: “An atom en- 
counters another atom about 
ance a year,” in interstellar space. 

Dr. Edwin P. Hubble has been 
quoted as saying that ‘the pro- 
portion of matter to space could 
be approximately indicated by 
imagining one grain of sand in a 
hollow sphere the size of the 
earth. All this matter is called 
cosmic dust, or interstellar dust.

Nine-Year-Old Boy 
Almost Blinded 


As every mother knows, 
small boys have an uncanny 
faculty for getting their heads 
caught in fences, their tongues 
frozen to metal pipes and their 
pockets crammed with strange, 
stray objects. 

The first two usually result 
in nothing more serious than a 
bruised neck and a_ skinned 
tongue. But the collector's in- 
stinct in a small boy can lead 
to tragedy. 


Several weeks ago a4 nine- 
year-old Montreal boy was 
nearly blinded for life because 
he didn’t realize the danger hid- 
den inside some harmless look- 
ing objects he found while play- 
ing around a construction site. 

They were blasting caps, used 
to detonate commercial explo- 
sives. But the boy and his play- 
mates thought they were fire- 


erackers and were eager to set 


them off with a bang. 


After building a fire in a ring 
of rocks, the nine-year-old 
dropped one of the caps into the 
flames. When it failed to ex- 
plode immediately, he fed an- 
other to ‘the flames. At that 
first cap 
exploded, setting off the second. 
The blast hurled to the ground 
one lad standing four feet from 
the fire, filled the air.with metal- 
lic slivers and left the first boy 
bleeding and temporarily blind- 
ed, Another similar accident 
happened there since.

There are two different but 
equally potent types blasting 
caps. Both can be recognized by 
their small aluminum or copper 
viinders about the diameter of 
a lead pencil. One is often. mis 
taken for an empty 22 cartridge 
This has an open end about 


one-and-one-half inches long and 
is designed to be detonated by the 
flame from a fuse. The other type 
can be mistaken for a firecracker 
or # pencil holder.

Noises In The 
- Night ; 


When furniture creaks and 
cracks and groans, it is probably 
because of changes in the tem- 
perature. It is generally true 
that wood, and most other sub- 
stances, expand as they are heat- 
ed and shrink as they are cooled. 
During. the day, the air has been 
warmed up by the heat of the 
sun, or by the warnyth given out 


by the furnace in the house. At. 


night it is usually much colder 
both in the house ahd out-of- 
doors. Furniture’ is likely to 
shrink more or less.at night, as 
it. cools, and to expand with the 
greater heat of daytime. A part 
of a chair or a table may sudden- 
ly slip a little and make a creak- 
ing’ noise. As the furniture 
shrinks a little, the joints do not 
fit as tightly as they did before. 
The amount of moisture in the 
air may also have something to 
do with this. 

We notice the creaking of fur- 
niture, or of an old house, more 
at night than we do in the day- 
time because it is usually much 
more quiet then. However, fur- 
niture and home: do creak in 
the daytime as well.

Treasure Trove 
Under The Sea 


There are finer treasures in 
the Mediterranean, waiting with- 
in range of the (aqua) lung. She 
is the mother of civilization, the 
sea gift with the oldest cultures, 
a museum in sun and spray. The 
grandest of undersea discoveries, 
to our taste, are the wrecks of 
pre-Christian ships on the floor. 
Twice we have visited classic 
wrecks and recovered riches 
beyond gold, the art and artifacts 
of ancient times. We have lecat- 
ed three more such vessels which 
await salvage: 

No cargo ship of antiquity i 
preserved on land. The Viking 
ships that have been found 
buried in the earth and the Em- 
peror Trajan’s pleasure barges 
which were recovered by drain- 
ing Lake Nemi in Italy, are 
splendid evidence .of noncom. 
mercial vessels of ancient times, 
but little is known of the mer- 
chant ships that brought nations 
together. 

My first clue to the classic 
ships appeared in the Bay of 
Sanary, where forty years ago 4 


fisherman brought up a bronze 
figurehead. He died beforest 


came to Sanary and I have neve®... 


been able to learn where he ™,. : 


found it. 

Years iater Henri Broussard, 
leader of the Undersea Moun- 
tain-Climbing Club of Cannes, 
came up from an aqualung dive 
with a Greek amphora The 
graceful’ two handled earthen. 
ware jar was the cargo cask of 
antiquity, used for oil, water 
and grain. The cargo ships of 
Phoenicia, Greece, Carthage and 
Rome carried thousands of am- 


phoras in racks in the hold. The - 


bottom of the amphora is conical. 
On shipboard it probably fitted 
in’ holes in the cargo racks. 
Broussard reported that he saw 
a pile of amphoras in sixty feet 
of water. He did not guess that 
it indicated a wreck, because the 
ship was completely buried. 

We dived from the Elie Mon- 
nier and found the amphoras 
Fg and sharded on’ @ bed 
5t compacted Organic matter im 
a dusty gray landscape of weedg, 

ith a pewerful suction hose we 
‘tunneled down to find the ship. 
A hundred-amphoras came out 
of the shaft, most of them with 
corks still in place. A few had 
well-presery@d waxen seals bear- 
ing the initials of ancient Greek 
... merchants. 

For several days we siphoned 
mud and amphoras. Fifteen feet 
down we struck wood, the deck 
planking of a freighter,: one of 
two ancient cargo vessels that 
have been found. We were not 
equipped to carry out full-scale 
salvage and our time was limit- 
ed. We went away with ampho- 
ras, specimens of wood, and the 
knowledge of i unique hydro- 
archeological site which awaits 
relatively simple excavation. We 
believe the hull is preserved and 
could be raised in one piece. 
What things that wreck might 
tell of the shipbuilding afid inter- 
national commerce of the distant

With milk producers suffering 
a big drop in income, these “milk 
middlemen” are doing better 
than ever.* This includes dairy 
plant wage earners, home. and 
store deliverymen, and dealers. 
_ This wouldn't be so bad if 
these middlemen—whose job it 
is to sell iik—were doing 4 
bang-up job. / 

The truth is that milk outlets 
are partially paralyzed from 
abuses, dealer shenanigans, 
selfish labor encroachments, 
horse-and-buggy iaws and regu. 
lations, and plain “dead wood” in 
the distributing business. 

It’s time that somebody be- 
sides farmers listened to advice 
about cutting costs, culling, and 
gelling and promoting harder, If 
we had competitive. mse 
everywhere pushing milk sales 
from the small towns, up through 
the biggest cities—we'd have no 
surplus, The excess is only about 
6% of our milk—1I7 ounces a day 


per person. 
Farmers can do something 
about this. You can do some- 


may be no 
farther away than your nearest 
town—and if so that's the place 
to start. 

Farm Journal has become con- 
vinced of this after talking with 
some of the country’s top milk 
market men, government 
specialists, and farmer bargain- 
ing groups. ; 

The milk middiemen’s gross 
“take” since 1950 has climbed 
nearly a fifth, in” 25 of. the 
country’s larger milk markets. 
Milk, prices have dropped 3%. 

U.S.D.A.. figures _show this 
the Biggest in- 
crease in “middleman” incomes 
came in 1953 — right when 
farmers’ milk prices were hitting 
the skids. Milk companies were 
enjoying one of their better 
years 

Dairy plant wages were never 
higher. Wholesale milk delivery- 
men for a company in a well- 
known eastern city averaged 
$11,500 a year for a 40-hour 
week. More than $5 an hour! 


eal New York dairy farm 
famiiies worked for less than 
60 cents an hour labor return 
last year. 

The dairy distributors—whose 
job it ‘is to sel) our milk—are 
actually selling 14% less total 
milk per person than they did 
im the depression Thirties. And 
this while consumer incomes are 
at peak levels, and farmers are 
producing higher-quality milk. 

Middlemen are an essential 
pertcof the dairy team, and in 
some markets they are doing a 


-bang-up job, but in others it's 
another 


story. é 
A. L. MeWilliams, general 
manager of Chicago's Pure Milk 
Association, gets to the core of 
this problem quickly. “Too much 
talk and too little action.” As

“There's only one way to get 
the job done—that’s for farmers 
to pitch in and do it themselves.” 

Do what? Dr. Roland W. Bart- 
lett, the University of Illinois 
crusading milk marketing 
specialist, answers: “Recognize 
a ‘dead’ dairy market, wherever 
it may be, and do whatever is 
necessary to liven it up—make it 
sell farmers’ milk.” 

Just ask yourself these seven 
questions about your own mar- 
ket. They'll tell you whether 
the place to start is right in your 
own back yard. 

1. Are your dairies, the ones 
in your milk market, promoting 
Snilk with vigorous’ advertising 
in newspapers, over radio, and 
with signs in stores? 

If not, that may be the tell-tale 
‘sign of stagnated competition 
between milk dealers. 

i perhaps a “dead-wood” 

pany has the town “sewed) 
up.” Or dealers may be co- 
operating backstage to  soft- 
pedal competitive selling, or to 
set prices that will keep them all 
in clover. 

Pricing or health regulations 
may have frozen pricés—or may 
be protecting dead-wood dis- 
tributors by keeping aggressive 
companies off your market. 
Local farmers often applaud 
this, figuring that it protects 
them from competition, too. 

2. Can customers save money 
enough to amount to anything by 
carrying milk home from stores 
in your milk market? 

To make “carry-home” attrac-, 
tive, the difference between 
home delivery and store prices 
needs to be two cents or more & 
quart, except in little stores in 
small towns. 

If there isn’t this difference. in 
your town, “middlemen” costs 
are too high What's . worse, 
people aren’t drinking as much 
of your milk as they would if 
they could make this much sav- 
ing by going after their own 
milk. 

A little over a year ago com- 
petition dropped store prices in 
Cleveland from one cent below 


home delivery (in quart con- 
tainers) down to five cents 
below (in gallon jugs). Milk

Yet farmers were getting more 
per huhdred for Class I fluid 
milk! -/ They . collected a half- 
million dollars more for the 
year. 

In Chicago stores milk can be 
bought from four to seven cents 
a quart under single-quart 
home-delivery prices. In 1930 
Chicago stores handled only 6% 
of the milk sold in the. city; now 
it’s near 70%. 

The simple facts are that milk 
can be sold through stores (in 
all but smaller towns) at sub- 
stantially lower costs than when 
delivered from door to door, If 
your store prices don’t reflect 
that: 

@ The stores may be charging 
too much; maybe because they’re 
forced to. 

® The milk distributors may 
be dictating store prices in your 
town. # 

@ The milk-wagon delivery 
union may be pressuring com- 
panies to keep store prices high. 

@ Outmoded state price-fixing 
laws and regulations may have 
frozen store. prices. 

In about three-fourths of the 
nation’s cities and towns, a quart 
of milk still costs the same, or 
only a penny less, than for home 


delivery — regardless of. how . 


much you buy at one time. 

Why? Why not find out? 

3. Can you buy milk at lower 
prices in half-gallonse or gallons? 
Or can you get discounts for tak- 
ing more than one single quart 
container per delivery? 


“The important thing is that 
milk should cost less per quart 
for quantity sales'— no matter 
what size package is used,” 
states Dr. Leland Spencer, Cor- 
nel] University’s well-known 
marketing specialist. 

That’s what happens in Fort 


Wayne, Ind. where you pay 18 
' eents for a single quart. If you 


take two quarts per delivery, the 
price is 16 cents; for four to six 
quarts, 15 cents a quart. 

In Minneapolis you can get 4 


_ 2-cent-per-quart discount on de- 


liveries of two or more quarts. 
Why aren’t more markets pass- 
ing along this saving for 
quantity sales — which would 
encourage higher milk use? 
One Milwauke dealer reports 
that 70% of his retail route busi- 
ness is in half-gallons. He passes 
along a one-cent per quart sav- 
ing; two cents if the customer 
takes 26 half-gallons a month. 
Quarts are going out of the 
picture in Chicago, observes Fed- 
eral Milk Market Administrator 
A. W. Colebank. 67% of the milk 
there 


is already being sold in 

gallons or half-gajlons at a 
good price saving. 

Yet May USDA figures show 


that less than half of the nation’s 
132 larger markets were selling 


milk in half-gallons or gallons at 
a saving under single-quart 
prices. Even then, the difference 
was often only ‘a hall-cent a 
quart. Why?

Lester Will, manager of the 
American Dairy Association, es- 
timates that if we could dupli- 
cate the vending machine sales 
of coffee and soft drinks, we could 
s€éll more than 7 billion half-pints 
yearly of milk and chocolate 
milk.

Yet farm- 
ers in the, Pittsburgh milk | shed 
get only five cents a gallon more 
for milk. ; 


Bartlett cites 17 typical com- 
petitive markets where there is 
no price fixing. Store prices av- 
erage 3.1 cents a quart below 
home delivery prices. In 18 oth- 
er market, where state milk con- 
tro] boards set consumer prices, 
milk in stores averages only a 
half-cent below home delivery. 


This boils down to the fact that 
there is much we can do about 
our milk markets. We can sel) 
all of the milk that we're now 
producing. The obstacles are ar- 
tificial and can be overcome. Pro- 
gressive markets are shoving the 
way.

From The Sun 


Heat comes to us from the sun 
across millions of miles of empty, 
space by means of radiatiofl. 
Radiant heat may pass through 
objects without heating them. 
Energy, or radiant heat, trom 
the sun passes through the upper 
layers of the earth’s atmosphere 
without heating them Glass 
permits some of the short waves 
of radiant energy from the sun 
to penetrate, but not longer 
waves like those of a flame. ff 
a pane of ‘glass be held before a 
gas flame, it will transmit only a 
little of the heat and wil) become 
very hot because it has absorbed 
much of this heat The reason 
is that the flame emits tong 
waves. The sun’s heat, however, 
passes readily through a glase- 
enclosed greenhouse; yet the heat 
from the inside the greenhouse 
can not escape through the glass. 
The short waves from the sun 
can penetrate the atmosphere but . 
when they strike the earth they 
are absorbed and warm it up.

Lyman E. Cook, St. Louis at- 
torney, is a collector of freak 
laws. Here are some of his ex-

guide asked, “What d’you think 
of them?” ;

Visitors to the Royal Academy 
are unlikely to see pictures of 
that sort, though Whistler once 
succeeded in getting a painting 
by an “advanced” artist hung 
there.

Little do those who wander 
through the galleries know of

IT’S ROUCH NAVIGA 
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O'Keefe, a 


famous Americas 
artist, suffers agony each time 
she sells a picture. So much care 
was taken over a series of five 
flower paintings that when asked 
the price for them she named 
what she considered was the im- 
possible sum of £9,000. 

To her. dismay the figure was 
accepted at once; and she was 
so desolate that it was three 
months before she could touch a 
brush, 

Artists will go anywhere and 
brave almost any danger to put 
on canvas the subjects they have 
chosen, In 1940 Barnett Freed- 
man was ordered to board a ship 
for England at once, but rememé 
bering that his painting, “Air- 
craft Runway in Construction at 
Arras,” was in his hotel, he dis- 
regarded the order and rushed 
back through streets packed with 
refugees who were being mach- 
ine-gunned by Nazi ‘planes. 

When he got back to the quay 
he found that. the ship had sail- 
ed, taking eight other pictures 
and his kit! 

Edward Bawden worked fev- 
erishly on the Dunkirk beaches 
during the evacuation, and -his 
pictures now form part of a his- 
torical record of the event. 

William Frith used 3,000 mod- 
els for his famous picture, 
“Derby Day,” and during the 
work lived on Epsom Downs, 
was swindled by card sharpers, 
had his pocket picked and his 
fortune told by gipsies. 

Luckily he made a good deal 
of money on that work. After 
seéing the preliminary sketch a 
dealer offered him $4,500 for 
the completed painting, and an- 
other agreed to pay $4,500 for 
the engraving rights. So, before 
he put his brush on canvas he 
was $9,000 “in pocket.” 

The crowd pressed about him 
so closely while he. worked on 
the picture that an iron rail- 
ing was built round him for pro- 
tection and a policeman stood 
guard over him.

I like to think that, in her own 
special way, Queen Mary has 
also linked these countries, and 
the wonderful gros point carpet 
which became kriown to us all 
as Queen Mary's Carpet is a

She originally intended it as a 
gift for another member of the 
royal family. But when, after 
the war, Britain’s economic 
plight became desperate, she 
made ug her mihd to present the 
carpet to the nation for sale as 
a royal “dollar export.” The 
money would help to buy new 
machines for -Britain’s factories 
from North America, and she 
hoped to set an example for her 
people by’ stressing the sacrifices 
we all must make to ensure the 
suecess of the drive for dollars. 

In 1948, six exquisite chair 
seat covers which she had made 
and given to a nursing organiza- 
tion were sold in the United 
States for $10,000; they are kept 
now among the art treasures of 
the Metropolitan Museum in 
New York City. 


Queen Mary started work on

‘baled hay in the fields as there 


is this year? It just seems that 
in passing through the country 
wherever you look there are 
fields and fields of baled hay. 
But apparently there is a reason 
for it. According to one farm 
specialist hay should be baled a 
little on the tough side and the 
bales left out in the field for a 
day or two for the hay to cure— 
which is just the opposite from 
what farmers were doing when 


Baling first became popular. 


Then it was baled as dry as pos- 
sible and hurried into the barn 
before it had a chance to get wet. 


_ If the hay got well cured it wa 


more by accident than- g 
management — generally through 
lack of help to get it in, Besides 
that unless a farmer had his own 
baler he had to get his hay done 
whenever the baler could come. 
This year it is a little different. 
There are so many fellows doing 
custom baling they are on \the 
run to get to each farmer ahead 
of the other fellow. 


Hay baling is fine when there 
is such a definite shortage of 
farm help but it seems a crime 
there should be such a waste of 
good wire and twine afterwards. 
For the “first year or two farmers 
could save the wire and sell it 
for a cent a pound. Now you 
can’t even give it away. . Some 
of it can be used for fixing 
fences and so on but the rest is 
just a waste product that nobody 
wants, 

Some machines operate with 
twine, and /that is almost as 
great a problem as the wire. A 
certain amount of it can be made 
use of but the proportion is very 
small as each bale contains 12 to 
16 feet of twine. Multiply that 
by a thousand bales and you 
have a lot of twine. On many 
farms during the spring the 


burnt. And yet, during the de- 
pression, I remember so well 
that after a threshing Partner 
used to rake through the straw 
to salvage binder twine for tying 
up his grain bags, rather than 
cut new twine from a ball. Sure- 
ly twine at least could be re-used 
in some way, perhaps in the 
manufacture of rope. Which re- 
minds me... . Partner wanted 
a halter rope for a calf the other 
day. Instead of buying one he 
got several lengths of baler 
twine and braided them  to- 
gether. It made an excellent 
rope. I think twine might also 
be used to make a braided mat 
for the back porch, but that I 
haven't tried yet. 


Another waste product .. . all 
the fine string that is used by 
the various food-mixing plants 
for fastening the -top of jute 
bags. Partner always saves the 
string until he has a fair-sized 
ball. And I save what I get with 
the groceries. I tie the ends in 
a flat knot and use the string for 
making crocheted dishcloths, done 
in ah open mesh pattern — two 
chain, one treble The last 
longer than any dishcloths 1 
have ever bought. Not only that 
you really have something solid 
to work with. 

Well, it seerns that every gen 
eration has its. problems with 
waste products. When the early 
settlers cleared the land they 
burned the trees to get rid of 
them! Thitk of the lumber we 
could get from that timber now! 
Instead of trees to worry about 
we have tin cans, glass bottles 
baling wire and dozens of other 
things that we don't know what 
to do with. And vet with all the 
tin cans that are made today you 
can hardly find one that has a 
handle on it. Remember how 
useful those little lard or honey 


pails used to be for taking a 
drink out to the field. or for the 
children picking berries?

‘Daily Diet _ 

To be healthy, the body needs 
fuel-foods, fats and carbohyd- 
rates (sugars and starches), to 
provide energy; proteins, such as 
meat, to build new tissues for 
growth or to replace those worn 
out; calcium, in milk, for the 
strong bones and teeth; and 
various minerals, including salt, 
that help the body to maintain 
its chemical balance and to carry 
on its functions. 

Vitamins are not foods, but 
these “food-factors”, /as they are 
called, are essential. They help . 
the body to make use of the food 
we eat. Vitamins already pre- 
gent in food are usually enough 
for a normal person if his diet is 
otherwise well balanced. 


Every day you should eat 
some foods from each of these 
groups: (1) milk or milk pro- 
ducts, including cheese—at least 


a pint of milk for an adult and 


more for a child; (2) citrus fruits 
(oranges, grapefruit), tomatoes, 
or raw cabbage or salad greens 
—at least one; (3) green or yel- 
low vegetables, some raw, some 
cooked—at least one big serving; 
(4) other vegetables or 
including potatoes; (5) 

‘and cereals; (6) meat, poultry 
or fish; (7) eggs—three or four 
a week at least; (8) butter or 
another vitamin-rich . spread.

He ‘‘Makes Eyes’’ 
For A Living 


‘Elmar Asprion, 23-year-old Vi- 
ennese, is the youngest member 
of one of the world’s most. un- 
usual and exclusive professions. 
He is Austria’s only “bespoke 
glass-eye blower.” 

With the one exception of 
young Elmar, the craftsmen of 
this profession are all German- 
born, most of them working in 
Western Germany, with a few 
on the other side of the Iron 
Curtain. Only four are’ known 
to have settled abroad: two in 
the U.S.A., one in Australia, and 
one in Britain. 

There are fewer than 60 of 
these master craftsmen in the 
world. It takes an apprentice 
eight years of hard work before 
he is able to make-a perfectly 
“tailored” eye on his own. 

Using a simple schoolroom 
Bunsen burner and a hollow 
tube of specially made opaque 
eryolite glass, Elmar Asprion 
fashions made-to-measure glass 
eyes while. you wait. 

They are so convincing, and 
fit so well, that married one- 
eyed men and women hgve been 
known to wear them without 
their wives or husbands know- 
ing anything about it. 

There are no rule-of-thumb 
methods in this exacting profes- 
sion, All measurements have to 
be taken a¢curately, and no two 
“bespoke eyes” are the same. 

They’ are comparatively inex- 
pensive. A glass eye, weighing 
as little ag one-thirtieth of an 
ounce, takes from 30 minutes to 
four hours to make and fit and 
costs from $5 to $10. : 

In Austria, 25,000 blind or 
partly blind persons, mainly ex- 
Servicemen and war victims, aré 
entitled to bespoke eyes free of 
charge.

“bespoke blowers” use 
plastic looks nicer and is un- 
breakable, if perhaps not #0 
smooth and comfortable to wear. 
A plastic eye takes six or seven 
hours to make, and costs three 
times as much as an ordinary 
giass eye. 

When Marconi lost an eye in 
a motor~car accident, he had an 
artificial eye made for him by 
Paul Asprion, Elmar’s father. 
The disability was kept a close 
secret until after Marconi’s death. 

Not all clients are human be- 
ings, ‘however. More often than 
not “bespoke blowers” are call- 
ed upon to fit dogs, horses and 
other favourite pets with made- 
to-measure eyes. -

Horsepower 


Power is the rate at which 
energy is being spent, or the 
rate at) which work is being done. 
Though it may be expressed in 
terms of horsepower, it bears no 
exact relation to animal horse- 
power. What we term horse- 
power is so called because it 
originated from the results of 
experiments carried out with 
strong draft horses by James 
Watt more than a century ago. 
He wished to find out the rate 
at which a horse, under average 
conditions, does it work, and he 
fixed this rate, as a round figure, 
at 550 foot-pounds of work a 
second, or 33,000 foot-pounds a 
minute—that is to say work 
equivalent to that needed to 
raise a weight of 550 pounds 
one foot high in one second, 
Watt took this as the value of 
one horsepower, although he 
realized that it was a higher 
rate of work than an average 
horse ¢an maintain for a full 
day. Of course, a horse, if 
stirred by a whip, can exert a 
much greater effort; but only for 
a very short time. 

The expression horsepower is 
qualified in several ways. What 
is called “indicated horsepower” 


is the horsepower. exerted on the. 


piston of an engine. Some of 
this power is absorbed in driv- 
ing the engine, and the balance 
that remains for doing the work 
of driving machinery is Bnown 
as actual power given out by 
the engine or motor. Electrical 
horsepower is the equivalent of 
mechanical horsepower; one elec- 
trical horsepower is equal to 
746 watts. The watt was named 
for the great inventor who ex- 
perimented with horses. It is 
the amount of power brought by 
a current of one amprere flow- 


ing under a pressure of one 
volt. 


The Speed Of 
Sound 


No.. -Sound travels four and a 
half times more quickly in water 
than in air. Through stee] it 
travels faster than through any 
other substance -- about sixteen 
times more quickly than in in 
air. Perhaps you have noticed, 
too, that sound travels more 
quickly in warm air than it does 
in cold air, as temperatures also 
affects the rate.

The hands ore flesh-toned 


and perfect to the tinies! scar, 


Shepherd Boy Gave 
Magnet Its Name 
According to a tale of ancient 
Greece, one day a shepherd boy 
of Crete, tending his flocks in the 
hills, found himself held to the 
earth with what seemed to be 
more than the usual force of 
gravity. He discovered that the 
iron nails in his shoes and the 
iron tip of his shepherd’s staff 
were being attracted by a pecul- 
iar mass in the ground. To 
the mass looked like rock. The 
lad’s name was Magnes, and s0 
it came about by association with 
this story that the kind of “rock” 
he noticed was given a form of 
his name, magnetite, and any 
small piece of it was called a 
magnet. Magnes could not know, 
as we do today, that the “rock” 
he had chanced upon was really 
a special kind of iron ore, which 
has the property of attracting 
other iron to it — the property 
of magnetism. 
. Most of us are familiar with 
the little horseshoe-shaped mag- 
nets that will pick up iron filings 
or nails. Even as far back as the 
sixth century B.C., Thales, the 
Green philosopher, knew that 
magnetite, called a lodestone in 
ancient times, would attract 
pieces of iron. Probably the most 
important and one of the first 
practical uses of magnetic tron 
was the compass needle. The - 
Chinese are said to have discov- 
ered it as long ago as twenty-five 
centuries. Anyhow, it is certain 
that the compass needle was 
known in very early times and 
in widely separated , countries. 
Early makers of compasses 
realized not only that the needle 
points to the north (in the North- 
ern Hemisphere) but that it dips 
and the dip increases assone goes 
farther .north. William Gilbert 
(1540-1603), an English physician, 
suggested a reason for this be- 
havior, that the whole earth is 
itself a magnet. This theory, 
however, had to be discarded as 
too simple. It did not, for one = 
thing, account for certain: slight 
variations indirection to which 
the compass needle points. The 
real answer to the mysterious 
behavior 6f the magnetic needle 
seems to lie in the fact that the 
sun affects the magnetic force of 
the earth. Variations of the mag- 
netic compass needle seem to 
keep ‘pace with the eleven-year 
cycle of sunspot activity, in ad- 
dition to the daily Variation that 
appears to have something to do 
with the rising and setting of the 
sun. :

What is a Prairle-Dog Town? 

Prairie dogs are large,fat-bod- 
ied ground squirrels.

Oo you find it hard to imagine 
space going on in all directions, 
never ending? But it is only 


“equally hard to imagine a finite, 


limited universe? (We use the 
word “universe” here to mean al) 
space and everything in. it—the 
sum totale of galaxes.) 

Astronomers admit trankly 
that they do not know how far 
space extends. It is fascinating 
to speculate about what the’ uni- 
verse as a whole maye be like, 
but we must remember that we 
live in a very narrow and iso- 
lated corner of the great cosmos 
Much of our view is obscured by 
the costnic dust of one kind or 
another, and our theories are at 
best nothing more than guesses 
Probably some of them are very 
wild guesses. 

{f space is infinite, it would 
seem reasonable to believe that 
stars are scattered through it in 
all directions. Our biggest tele- 
r as yet show no evidence 
that there is Any dropping off of 
stars numerically, even billions 
of trillions of miles away 

One of the most interesting 
conceptions of the great physicist 
Albert Einstein is that space is 
curved, This is hard for the 
human mind, particularly the un- 
tutored and unmathematical 
mind, to comprehend. The idea 
is part of Einstein’s famous theory 
of relativity and can not be real 
iy understood without extensive 
mathematical training; but it wil] 
perhaps be possible for us in 


passing to catch a fleeting glimpse 


of what curved space might 
mean. If the universe is. finite, 
in other words, does not extend 
on forever, then space may very 
possibly be of such a nature that 
it curves ‘ound on itself like an 
In this case 
the universe could be said to be 
finite, but unbounded. [f space 
actually is so curved, then it 
would be reasonable to assume 
that rays of light from a star, 
which start. on their way today 
universe, will be 
curved ‘and bent to fit the form 
of the universe, . In other words, 
we might conceivably be able to 
observe with our telescopes the 
“ghost images” of objects—stars 
or nebulae or galaxies—which are 
actually on the opposite side of 
the uhiverse and thus out of our 
direct line of vision. In seeing 
these ghost images we should be 


‘ doing the same thing as seeing 


the image of the back of our own 
heads. You might ask — well, 
why. are we not seeing such ghost 
images now? Possibly we may 
be doing so, in some cases. Or 
possibly the universe is not yet 
old enough to have given light 
time to travel halfway around it. 

One of the .nost interesting 
conceptions of the universe, and 
one which at first glance seems 
as fantastic as Alice in Wonder- 


‘jand, ‘is that of the expanding 


universe. The great English 
astronomer Sir Arthur Edding- 
ton was one of the chief propon- 
ents of this idea. He presented 


Mice On ice 


Cold storage won't stop mice 
trom taking their share of the 
world’s food. Scientists at the 
University of Glasgow kept ‘two 
families of white mice in a room 
at. six degrees below freezing. 
By the end of the experiment 
the third generation

Similar families ot white mice 


kept at eighteen and thirty-four 
degrees above freezing produced 
their fourth generation i the 
game period of time. So the o 
effect of cold storage conditions 
is that there may be fewer mice

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book The Expanding 
Universe. Doctor Edwin P 
Hubble of Mt. Wilson Observa- 
tory discovered that almost all 
of the galaxies, or island uni- 
verses, or spiral nebulae (by 
whatever name you may wish to 
call them) appeared to be’ re- 
ceding, or traveling rapidly away 
from us. 

It was discovered, further- 
more, that the farther away the 
galaxy, the more rapid its mo- 
tion. For every additional mil- 
lion light-years of distance from 
the earth, there was an increase 
in speed of about a bh dred miles 
per second. At first this seemed 
so fantastic that hardly anyone 
could believe that the facts had 
been interpreted correctly 

Sir Arthur Eddington asked us 
to imagine a round toy balloon 
that. was being more and more 
inflated. Each point on the sur- 
face of the balloon would be 
moving tarther away from every 
other point. Sir Arthur sug 
gested that some such explana 
tion might account for the gen. 
eral recession of the galaxies In 
such an expansion those bodies 
which are farthest away from the 
centre would move most rapidly 
In order to see how this would.

He's The Mon To Beat 


Underground Art 
From Ancient 
. Times 


On my first morring I visited 
the grotto of Le Grand Roo, 
much advertised. No paintings 
here, just natural formations. 


In the afterr.con I went to Les 
Combarelles, another tortu 
tunnel, low and narrow, 
shiny scabrous walls and drip- 
ping roof. No paintings here 
either, but scratchings in pro- 
fusion, outlines of animals grav- 
en on the walls, of mammoth, 
wolf, bear, ibex bison; and occa- 
sional fish: almost an inventory 
of the fauna of the land as it 
existed twenty thousand years 
ago. 

Why primitive man crawled 
into the inner recesses of drip- 
ping caves to scrape with infin- 
ite patience upon the walls ia 
a matter for conjecture. ; 


Lascaux lies about fifteen 
miles by road from Les Eyzies. 


From the daylight by a few 
broad. steps one descends into 
semi-darkness; the ground be- 
comes moist and water seeps 
from the rock overhead. There 
is a second door to ‘e thrown 
open, and then before one’s eyes, 
around the sides and over the 
roof of the great domed cave, 
there flows a fantastic panorama 
of bello ing bulls, charging bi- 
sons, -eindeer and horses. The 
designs of. succeeding genera- 
tions often overlap each other, 
and that without detriment or 
incongruity, indeed with but 
added emphasis, The drawing of 
the individual animals is superb; 
only men as conversant with 
their habits as a herdsman. with 
those «f his cattle could have 
depicted them with such incis- 
iveness of line, with such ap 
preciation’ of form, with such 
vitality of movement. The col- 
ours used were.the natural ofies 
beneath their feet: red and yel- 
low earth, compact enough to be 
cut into pencils, black granulous 
soil for the deeper tones. . . 


From the main court of the 
grotto a passage on the right 
leads into a second hall. The 
walls of tWE passage are cov- 
ered with engravings of ibex 
and stags, the hall is as richly 
decorated in colour as the main 
court. In it there is a superb 
frieze of stags’ heads, drawn as 
though the beasts were swim- 
ming through a torrent. From 
this Lall in one direction there 
opens ‘le cabinet des felins,’ 
where cave-lions are the theme 
of the engraving; in another ‘dir- 
ection a ladder, at a sudden 
change of level, drops one into 
“the well,” a narrow and still 
but partly explored cavern. Is 
a smaller gallery, opening al- 


most directly from the main 
court, stocky little ponies in var- 
jed colours dominate the scene, 


Those early men of Lascaux 
have left little that-tells us of 
their daily lives—a few cut flin 
a few hollowed stores that he 
colour for the artists or animal 
fat for “household” lighting.
